THEIR ROBBERIES COMMITTED UNDER 
THE EYES OF THE POLICE, 


An Army Veteran and Aged Woman Tor- 
tured by Robbers—How a Bit of Tin 
Saved a Life—A Sheriff Proves an Easy 
Prey—Resurrectionists in Kentucky— 
The Criminal Record. 


EvmMirA, N. Y., April 11.—The police at 
Corning had a lively chase after train robbers 
last night. The officers were first called to 
quell a disturbance among a lot of tramps 
who had broken ina freight car in an out- 
going train and afterwards got into a free 
fight among themselves. After a Gesperate 
struggle one of the tramps was captured. 
Later the police were again called out. The 
gang had returned and stoned the brakemen 
away from the train. A chase of the 
desperadoes followed. One of them was shot, 
but the others escaped. One man, however, 
was finally captured shortly after midnight 
by the Chief, who brought him toa stand- 
still by fringathim. The thieves succeeded 
in obtaining a box containing ten pairs of 
ladies shoes. The burglars were the boldest 
and most daring that the Corning police have 
ever dealt with. They pursued their work 
and kept opening cars when they knew the 
officers were in pursuit. At least five cars 
were broken into. There wasaquantity of 
fuse and a powder-blower found upon those 
captured andthey are undoubtedly profes- 
sional burglars. 


MURDERER DEEMING. 


ENGLISH OFFICERS WANT HIM—A QUEER SOCIAL 
EVENT. 

Lonpon, April 11.—The British authorities 
have applied for a warrant against Deeming, 
the murderer, so that he may be brought to 
England and prosecuted for the Rainhill 
crimes, Incase the prosecution in Australla 
should result in failureto convict. The ap- 
plication has heen made at Widnes, Lan- 
cashire, within the magisterial jurisdiction 
where the Rainhill murders were perpe- 
trated. Oneof the newspapers republishes 
the account from the Prescott Reporter, of the 
banquet given by Deeming, alias Williams, 
at the time that he left Enxg- 
land with Miss Mather, the wife whom he 
murdered at Melbourne, It reads queerly now.

Williams, an Inspector of the Indian Army 
Service, who is ona short visit to England, 
and who has taken up his residence in Kain- 
hill while in this country, entertained atthe 
Railway and Commercial Hotel, Rainhill,a 
number of the residents of the village whose 
friendship he has made during his sojourn 
amongthem.

BRUTAL TREATMENT OF A WAR VETERAN AND AN 
AGED WOMAN. 


HOLIDAYSBURG, Pa,, April 11.—Early yester- 
day morning three masked burglars entered 
the house of John Daly, an aged soldier, to 
steal his pension money. When he refused to 
give up the cash they bound his hands and 


feet, tied him toa clfmir and began torturing 
him.

toacrisp. The old man still refused to tell 
the hiding place of his money, and one of the 
men knocked him senseless with the butt of 
his revolver. They then ransacked the house, 
chopped up the floor with a hatchet and tore 
the plaster from, the walls, but did not find 
the money. They vented their chagrin by 
kicking their senseless victim. 

The men then went tothe house of Miss 
Olive McDowell, an aged woman, dragged

They then 
began a systematic torture to make her tell 
where her money was, They jabbeda knife 
into her body, aud one of the men struck her 
the left eye with his revolver, destroying 
sightin that eye.

FIRES. 


Flames Envelop a Steamer at Her Dock— 
Other Losses. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., April 11.—The 
steamer City of Fitchburg of the Old Colony 
Steamship Co., which arrived from New York 
yesterday morning, with a miscellaneous 
cargo of freight, was seriously damaged at 
her dock this morning. When the hatches 
were opened the deckhands encountered a 
mass of flames and smoke. The entire for- 
ward hold, loaded with cotton and grain, was 
in flames, which spread aft around both sides 
of the engine-room and into the afterhold, 
where the miscellaneous merchandise was 
loaded. Working its way tothe upper deck, 
it gutted the forward saloon and Officers’ 
rooms. The officers lost nearly all their per- 
sonal effects. The crew’s quarters in the 
after part ofthe deck were also damaged 
and the men lost much of their 
property. Two streams were poured in 
trom the wharf hydrants, and nine 
streams from the fire Jengines. Besides tths, 
Assistant Engineer Thomas Emerson was 
sticking at his pumps onthe Fitchburg, sur- 
rounded by burning freight aud showered 
with burning embers, yet stuffing his wet 
handerkerchief in his mouth and lying flat on 
his race, he remained at his’ post untilthe 
blaze was extinguished. Two tugs also set 
on powerful streams of salt water. Freight 
on the wharf was rapidly removed and much 
ofthe steamer’s cargo thrown overboard 
and was picked up uninjured except by 
water. The flames finally saccumbed after 
a hard struggle. The steamer is insured and 
itis thought hercargo is also. The damage 
has not yetheen estimated, butit will be 
heavy.

‘VIENNA’S FIRE BUGS 


Firemen Kept Busy Responding to the 
Many Alarms, 


ROBBERY SUPPLEMENTAL TO THE WORK 
OF THE INCENDIARIES. 


Afghanistan Oourting the Friendship of 
England as Against Russia — Letter 
From the Ameer—Interesting Papers 
in Canada’s Archives—Russian Famine 
Relief—Foreign News—Brief Mention. 


VIENNA, April 11.—Since the fireinthe Ring 
strasse on Thursday night, the sixth of the 
series of Incendiary firesitthat had then oc- 
curred in Vienna within a week, the firemen 
have been kept busy responding to alarms in 
various parts of thecity. Extraordinary vig- 
ilance has been observed and has resulted in 
the fires being discoveredin their incipiency 
and extinguished before any material damage 
was done. Allthose fires gave evidence of 
being of incendiary origin, and no doubt Its 
entertained that they were the work of An- 
archists or extreme socialists, between whom 
it would be hard to distinguish a dif- 
ference. The general feeling of uneasiness 
and insecurity continues to grow anda great 
number of the residents of the city have em- 
ployed private watchmen to guard their 
property against attemptsto fire it. Many 
people, among whom are some police 
Officials, believe that the incendlarismis not 
s0 much for the purpose of causing terror 
among the upholders of law as it is tor the 
purpose of robbery during the excitement 
attending the fires. The police atevery fire, 
no matter how slight, attend in force anda 
close watch is keptonalithe near-by build 
ings to prevent thieves from robbing them. 

Vienna isnotthe only place that is ina 
State of excitement because of incendiary 
fres. At Lionfelden, in Upper Austria, there 
have been several fires of this kind within the 


nant. It will go hard with the incendiaries if 
they are captured. 


COURTING ENGLISH FRIENDSHIP. 


LETTER FROM THE AMEER TO THE CHIEFS OF 
AFGHANISTAN. 


BoMBAY, April 11.—The Gazette publishes to- 
cay atranslation of a paper thatthe Ameer 
of Afghanistan has issued to the ‘‘Noble 
Chiefs of Afghanistan.’’ The paper recites 
the events thatled tothe Penjdeh incident 
and the Ameer’s reason for preferring British 
to Russian friendship. The Ameer says that 
Russia only wants Afghanistan asa high road 
to India and would placethe Afghans in the 
van of herarmy as aspecial target for En- 
glish cannon and rifles. The Russians would 
strip the Afghans oftheir arms andof food 
and would outrage and murder their women 
because they must destroy the Afghans to ob- 
tain India. Therefore the Ameer declares 
that the friendship between the Russians and 
Afghansis next to impossible. Shere All, 
who when Ameer of Afghan{Stan -in -1878-be- 
came involved in a war with the British,was, 
according tothe present Aimeer, a foolanda 
madcap to bring such woeupon his people 
and ruin upon himself.

INTERESTING HISTORICAL FACTS DISCLOSED—

OTTawa, Ontario, April. 11.—In the latest 
report on Canadian archives, just issued, 
Mr. Brimner deals largely withthe papers 
connected with Upper Canada from 1782 to 
the beginning of the present century, Includ- 
ing a great amount of matter connected with 
the war with Francéin 1793.

CYRUS W. FIELD, JR. 


Mrs. Garfield Secures a Forsign Appoint- 
ment for Him. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—Cyrus W. 
Field, Jr., of New York isto be given a place 
in the foreign service. He may be sent abroad 
to fillone of the vacancies existing in the 
consular service, and itis not improbable 
that asecretaryship of legation may be ten- 
dered to him. 

This announcement will bo something ofa 
surprise to Mr. Field’s friends, who have 
known him heretofore asa dilettante and 
man about town. His efforts to secure em- 
ployment for himself are rendered necessary, 


he says, by the financialreverses which the 
head of the family has recently suffered. 

He decided some months ago that he would 
like to go abroad ina representative capacity. 
He expressed a wish fora place in the con- 
sular service, and secretary ‘iracy, Col. EIIi- 
ott F. Shepard and other well-known New 
Yorkers interested themselves in his behalf.

She heard of Mr. Field’s application and she 
heard, too, that the young man was not at all 
disturbed by the President’s delay in acting 
favorably upon it. She went at once to the 
Executive Mansion and sought an interview 
with Mr. Harrison. 

The latter inquired the reason of her inter- 
est. She replied that she owed everything 
she had tothe kindness of Cyrus W. Fieid, 
Sr. Then she went on to tell the President 
that after the death of her husband in the 
autumn of 1881, Mr. Field inaugurated the 
movement looking tothecreation of a fund 
for the maintenance of her children and her- 
selt.

An Instructor and Eight School- 
boys Drowned. 


They Clung Four Hours to Their Cap- 
sized Sailboat, 


WITH PRAYERS AND FAREWELLS THEY 
SANK ONE BY ONE. 


Two Survivors Drifted Ashore on the 
Frail Craft—Divers Employed to Search 
for the Bodies—A Supposed Bundle of 
Rags Proves to Be the Corpse of a Boy— 
A Farmer Missing—Other Casualties. 


Boston, April 11.—Last evening an in- 
structor and ten boys connected with the 
Boston Farm School at Thompson’s Island, 
were capsized in a sail bout and the in- 
structor and eight of the boys drowned, The 
victims were:

The rescued boys were Ove W. Clements 
and Charles A. Limb. The instructor had 
been to the city during the dayto attend 
church, and the ten boys, constituting a reg- 
ular crew of the school, left the island at 6:30 
o’clock to gall to City Point to 

nvey the instructor to the island. 

Re trip is considered perfectly safe 
under ordinary circumstances, having 
been made for years, even during the winter 
months, without accident. Asa precaution, 
however, in view of the breeze, the crew 
took a single sail boat instead of a double sall 
craft, inwhich the trip is often made. The 
trip tothe Point was made, and after7 p. m. 
the boat started on the return trip. 

CAPSIZED. 

Ata point supposed to be between Spec- 
tacle Island and Thompson’s Island the boat 
was struck by a squall, and immediately cap- 
sized. The eleven occupants were thrown 
into the ice-cold water, but being accus- 
tomed to strict discipline and the exercise ot 
heroism in the school, they all secured posi- 
tions by which they could cling to the over- 
turned craft, and then began a long wait for 
rescue, which to most ofthem was never to 
come. 

According to the testimony of the two sur- 
vivors, they encouraged each other by words 
of cheer, occasionally shoutingin the hope 
that they might pe heard by some on shore, 
Atone time atug was seen in the distance 
and they shouted with all their remaining 
strength, dDut thep. eould: mot attract atten- 
tion. The night Was cold and the shores and 
wharves were abandoned. When the time for 
the boattoreturn tothe island had passed, 
the Superintendent ofthe School, Charles A. 
Bradley, went to the beach toscan the waters 
towards City Point to see if his boys were ap- 
proaching. There was a fire on aneighboring 
island, and he gotin the range of the fire 
light in the hope that he would aid his vision, 
but he saw nothing. The survivors say that 
they saw his form patrolling the beach ana 
feltsure that rescue would come, but it did 
not, 

FINAL FAREWELLS, 

Final the chill ofthe water and the exer- 
tion necessary to keep thelz heads above the 
surface overcame the unfortunates and one 
by one they were compelled to release their 
hold. ‘the instructor was the first to go. 
kach offered a prayer ora word of farewell 
to the others as he gave up his hold on life. 
fome of them endured the unequal contest 
for nearly four hours, and it was quite four 
hours or about 11 o’ciock when the boat with 
the two survivors still clinging toit, but ex- 
hausted, drifted ashore. Tiney were immedi- 
ately cared for and are rapidly recovering 
irom the effects of thelr exposure. 

Supt. Bradley came tothe city this morning, 
notified the police, undertakers and officers 
ofthe Boston Farm School of the disaster 
and engaged a Glver to search forthe bodies 
of the lost. 

This is the only drowning accident that has 
happened to the school since 1842, 

A. F. Noraberg, the instructor, was a 
native of Sweden,who came here at the Solic- 
itation of the managers ofthe school, buta 
year ago from Chicago, where he has resided. 


FELL FROM A ROOF. 


A SUPPOSED BUNDLE OF RAGS PROVES TO BE A 
BOY’S CORPSE. 


NEW YORK, April 11.—Some boys on the roof 
ofa warehouse in the rear of 51 Washington 
street, yesterday afternoon, espied what 
they supposed to be a bundle of rags on the 
ground on the bottom of the narrow space 
which separates the buildings. Visions of 
enough money from the junkman by the sale 
of the rags to buy themselves tickets to the 
circus prompted them to secure the booty. 


Accordingly they lowered a fish line, but 
when the hook caught the bundle they were 
unable to haulitup. *A closer investigation 
revealed that the bundle was the bouy of 
Henry Quill, a boy who lived at 45 Washing- 
ton street, who has been missing since Fep- 
ruary.

ORDNANCE DEVELOPMENTS. 


The United States Product Not Bx- 
celled by Foreigners. 

New York, April 11.—A Times Washington 
Special says: Mr. Edward W. Very, the well- 
known authority on ordnance naval con- 
struction is in thecity fora fewdays. Mr. 
Very spends most of his time in Paris, where 
he has charge of the Hotchkiss establishment 
in that city. 

In an interview yesterday Mr. Very was 
asked how the facilities for producing ord- 
hance andarmor inthe United States com- 
pare with those of Europe. 

‘‘Excellently,’’ he replied. ‘‘Of. course, 
Krupp and Armstrong have larger establish- 
lishmentsthan any in this country. More 
men are employed and there is a greater va- 
riety of ordance turned out at these imme 

lants than in the manufac- 

ries on this side of the 
Atlantic. ‘There 1s a larger market in Europe 
than in America and up to this time there has 
been more reason for the development 
and enlargement of European gunshops 
than here. There is nothing better any- 
where, proportionately to their size and sta- 
tions than the Bethlehem works and Carne- 
gie works in Pennsyivania. 

‘‘There is no Government establishment 
anywhere that surpasses in point of work- 
— and the quality of its product the 
gun foundry atthe Washington Navy Yard. 
There are not many countries which are 
likely to wage war that have _ better 
facilities for the production of war 
material within its own borders than 
has this country to-day. There can be pro- 
ducéd here, without outside aid, almost 
every conceivable form of ordnance, and 
even these facilities—all of which have de- 
veloped within an increditable short space of 
time—will increase and improve.’’ 

‘*‘What part Is smokeless powder playing 
in the ordnance development of Europe?’’ 

‘*Very little hep now. Two years ago the 
metter was being technically and popularly 
\ discussed on every hand, but the problem 
has been partly worked out. The United 
States is not far behind in the race fora suit- 
able smokeless powder. The navy has a 

owder ofits own for guns as high as six 
nches, and it seems to me that the Certainty 
of smokeless powder for the higher calibers 
has been demonstrated. Certainly the 
records sbow the domestic powder to be ex- 
cellent in every way.’’ 

‘*How about magazine guns?’’ 

‘*All Europe is armed with magazine guns. 
Different countries have differenttypes, from 
which the United States can select the one 


Iam free to say that I do not like the maga- 
zine gun, and that the Springfield, with 
g0-caliber, is a better and more reliable 
weapon than the corresponding mag- 
azine gun, because it is just as rapid a 
shooter. Ihave objection to the magazine 
arm on account of its consumption of ammu- 
nition. I believe in rapid fire, but 1 think 
that the Springfield rifle isin reality as quick 
infilreasany magazine gun. It has,too, a 
single mechanism and isa weapon that has 
the confidence of the soldiers.’’ 

‘‘You favor asmaller caliber, then?’’ 
suggested. 

‘*it is the universal opinion that the caliber 
of small arms should be smaller.’’ 

‘‘Now that smokeless powder, the small 
arm andthe magazine rifle are in the hands 
of the developer, what will be the next step 
of the discoverer?’’ 

‘‘The finding of a safe high explosive, 
probably: Everybouy is talking just now 
about dynamite, and the universal desire 
seems to be to fire dynamite out of an ordli- 
nary weapon, regardiess of the fact that dyn- 
amite is not safe to have around, ft is un- 
safe totransport. WHat ts needed fS a high 
explosive, capabie of being carried about 
without likelihood that the action willl de- 
molish the carriers—a high explosive that 
will not become actually deadly until it meets 
anenemy. ‘The idea of shooting nitro glycer- 
ine is equally absurd. 1t becomes valueless 
in warfare from its treacherous element. The 
ordnance chemist must soon beginto show 
the results of his researches in this direc- 
tion.’

GILT EDGE THIEVES. 


Wholesale Dealers in Stolen Securities

AN EXPRESS COMPANY PLUNDERED OF 
TURKISH BONDS.

The Culprits Used Their Plunder as Col 
lateral for Loans—England and the 
Continent the Scene of Their Opera- 
tions—Clever Work of a Scotland Yard 
Datective, 


Lonpoy, April 11.—The two notorious crim- 
inals, Frederick Pemberton Peach and Walter 
Selyn, allas Lord Fairfax, alias Capt. Selyn, 
and also known as Archibald Herbert Mel- 
ville, were to-day convicted and sentenced 
for their part in the extraordinary robbery of 
Turkish bonds. 

The faets are that a parcelof Turkish pri- 
ority bonds.and a small sum of Mexican 
bonds were issuedin Paris for £8,400 with 
the Marine Insurance Co., and dispatched 
toafirm of brokers in London, They duly 
left by train Jan. 11, 1890, and were 
placed on. board the Southeastern Co.’s 
steamer on their arrival at Boulogne by the 
officials of the railway company. On the 
arrival of the boat atthe English shore the 
majority of the bonds which had been taken 
on board were found properly locked up in 
the safe, but two parcels—those insured for 
£4,800—were neither there nor in any other 
part of-the vessel. Similar robberies oc- 
curred in the month of March last year. 

Chief Inspector Abbeline of Scotland Yard 
was sent over to Boulogne to see if he could 
recognize among the passengers arriving 
there. any person known to him as reputed 
robbers. April 8 he caused to be arrested by 
the French police four men whom he saw 
leaving the steamer Breeze. One of them, a 
man named Powell, was found to be vigor- 
ously masticating something. A French 
police officer, seeing this, seized him by. the. 
jaws, and, forcing them open, took out 
of his mouth a mass of somewhat pulpy pa- 
per, which turned out to be a cloak rooni 
ticket of an article left at the Victoria Sta- 
tion. In’ Powell’s hand another ticket was 
found which related toa valise-left at Dover. 
This valise contained sham bonds, with whieh 
it was supposed it was intended to replace 
any genuine ones which might be stolen on 
the voyage. The Victoria Station ticket had 
in the meantime been found to refer toa hat 
box contatning sixty-two of the coupons Be- 
longing toa part of one of the stolen pareéls 
of bonds, while a search of the cloak room at 
the Cannon Street Station, London, resulted 
inthe finding of a Gladstone bag in which 
were several otf the bonds. 

Last July Mr. Sears,a gentleman of inde- 
pendent means,received a letter from Feach, 
to whom he had lent £100, in which he asked 
him to advance to a friend of his—a Mr. Me!l- 
ville—the sum of £1,000 upon a quantity of 
Turkish priority 6-per-cent bonds, Mr, 
Sears did advance the sum of £890 and placed 
bonds which he received in return -from 
Peath with ifs bankers. Meanwhile these 
bonds were stopped, and on Aug. 26 Peath 
wrote a letter to Mr. Sears saying the loan 
would be repaid in the following January; 
and, he added, he arranged, with Mr. Mel- - 
ville that the coupons due in September 
should not be disturbed. Other inquiries 
made by Inspector Abbeline brought to light 
the factthat the real name of melville was 
Selyn and that he and Peach had been 
living together at Eastbourne and that — 
they had residences near one another at 
Ricumond. When Peach was first before the 
magistrate his counsel applied for bail, and 
to demonstrate the bona nués of his clientin 
the matter, undertook to restore the fre- 
mainder of the bonds. This was ‘agreed to, 
and Peach’s wife took a detective into an at- 
tic and disclosed a hole in the flooring in 
which were all but three of the bonds he Was 
in search of, together witha quantity of cor- 
respondence between Peach and Melville. 

Meantime, Melville, whose real name 
proves to be Selyn, evaded arrest for some 

ime and wrote impudent letters to the au- 
thorities, jeering them about the criminal 
proceedings. He was at length arrested ina 
house in Harewood Square, where me og 
been stopping under the name of ¥F, Dalbein, 
Kksq. The prisoner was reluctant to give nis 
name, which proved to be Walter selyn. He 
also proved to bea criminal who bas under- 
gone sentences of imprisonment and pe 
servitude for forgery, swindling, et¢., 
and who was probably not unknown to Amer- 
ica, as there are papers in his possession 
when he was arresteuv relating to California, 
Selyh used to diszuise himse.f torbis crim- 
inal operations by blackening his mustache, 
which is naturally light. The whole am & 
of bonds stolen by tue gang of which Peach 
and Selyn appear to have been leaders, was 
about £30,000. <Alarge quantity of the stolen 
vonds was recovereu in Vienna. ‘ihe actual 
robberies appear to have been impossible to 
trace tothe prisoners, and they were there- 
lore pro ted for conspiracy to defraud. 
Selyn, In view of previous convictions, was .

THE EAST 8T. LOUIS TERMINI MUST BE 
ABANDONED. 


A Concerted Movement of Great Import: 
ance to the Welfare of the City—Ship- 
pers Will Favor the Roads With 8t. 
Louis Termini—St. Louisa Shippers De- 
mand Justice—A Call That Cannot Be 
Ignored. 


The shippers of St. Louis have takena de- 
cided stand in reference to ratiway terminals 
of eastern roads. It bas been determined that 
hereafter the roads which wiil receive the 
greatest patronage from the merchants of 
this city, are those which establish their 
terminals on this side of the river. There 
has been a great deal of fee}- 
ing on this subject for same time 
and to-day the agitation took definite form 
inthe shape of a paper which has already 
been mumerously signed, in which the 
signers pledge themselves to digcriminate 
as far as they can tn favor of the roads which 
locate their receiving and shipping depots on 
the west side. 

The movementof the Eastern railway lines 
that have hitherto had theirtermini in East 
St. Louts to this side of the river has lately 
been most marked. The first to transfer its 
terminus and warehouses to the _  S&t. 
Louis side was the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy. This owas followed 
by the Jacksonville & Southeastern. Next 
come the Vandalia, and next the Clover Leaf, 
while the Loutsville & Nashville will transfer 
its headquarters to St. Louls as soon as its 
freight house is completed. These transfers 
have but eight lines terminating on the east 
side of the river, and the prospects 
are that all of them will soon transfer their 
termini to the west shore of the Mississippi. 
This move is.attributed to two causes; 
firstly, the construction of the Nerchants’ 
bridge, and secondly and mainly, the pres- 
sure brought to bear by the shippers of St. 
Louis upon the railroads. Theinconveniences 
of having the railway termini outside of 
the city have for years been most seriously 
felt, and have been of great detriment to the 
interests of the city. Norelief was possible, 
however, as long asthere was but one bridge. 
Shortly after the construction of 
the Merchants’ Bridge appeals were made to 
the railroadsto transfer their termini, but 
without success. it was not until early in 
the present year that it was determined by 
the shippers of this city to form a com- 
bination that would compel their wishes to 
een At first the combination was 
informal, but it proved to be sufficiently 
strong to bring the lines already named to 
the city, When this movement was per- 
ceived a strong opposition developed, which 
was ascribed to the old bridge and the trans- 
fer companies. The shippers thereupon de- 
termined totakoe more decided cteps, anda 
paper was prepared to be circulated among 
the merchants for signature.

We are also informed that the Pennsylvania ware- 
houses on Main street will be occupied by the Van- 
dalia line, Pennsylvania lines, Star Union and Erie 
Dispatch. For several months past the Lackawanna 
line has been loading cars in the East and making 
use in St. Louis of the Merchants’ Terminal ware- 
house, Main and Biddle streets, in avery satisfactory 
wanper. 

In order that the managers of fast freight lines and 
Officials of railways may understand that the ‘‘oid 
way’’ of treating the commerce of our city is not 
satisfactory and will not be continued with our con- 
sent, we shall feel it our duty to give our freight to 


such railways as show their appreciation of the wel- 
fare of and faith in the commerce of ourcity by es-

A Witness Testifies That It Cost $100— 
| Other Cases in Court. 

A sequel to the Congressional race made by 
the Hon. Charles F. Joy for Representative 
of the Eighth Congressional District at the 
election of 1899 was told in Judge 
Klein’s court to-day in the suit 
of James f, Roberts against Mr. Joy 
for $90, for services rendered in taking the 
acknowledgments of the representatives of 
the Union Labor party to the indorsement of 
Mr, Joy, and filingthe certificate with the 
Secretary of State. 

Roberts, who is a notary. and attorney, 
Claimed the work was worth $100, and 
acknowledged the receipt of $10. M. W. Huff 
represented Roberts, and B. F. Kribben ap- 
peared for Mr. Joy. Both Roberts and Mr, 
Jay told their stories on the witness stand, 
Roberts claimed extra compensation in con- 
Sequence of the value of his time, 
also because Of the trouble he hadin secur- 
ing the signatures of the Central Committee 
of the Union Labor party at night in North 
St. Louls. He was in a cab and it was3 
o’clock in the morning when he took the 
train for Jefferson Olty. Mr. Joy, Roberts 
stated, he gave him a check for $100 to 
pay to the Union Labor men when 
he had secured all the indorsements. 
Mr. Joy admitted having employed Roberts 
to take the acknowledgements of the Union 
Labor men, He stated the check he gave 
Rhoberts was made payable to the chairman 
of the committee. Judge Klein decided the 
case by giving a judgment against Mr. Joy 
for $30, which amount Mr, Joy had admitted 
to be willing to pay, and ordered the costs in 
the case taxed against Roberts,

THE FREESE. CASE. 


Progress of the Trouble Between the Con- 
stable and Justice Pollard, 

All was quiet this morning at Vandeventer 
avenue and Old Manchester road, where for 
some days last week Justice Pollard has been 
holding court flanked on either side by a po- 
liceman to protect him from the assaults of 
Constable Freese, The serenity this fore- 
noon was due to the absence of both the Jus- 
ticeand Constable. Up to 10:30 Judge Pol- 


larg had not appeared, and Freese, who was 
on‘the ground earlier, had gane down town, 
itis supposed, on business connected with 
the threatened attempt toremove him for 
malfeasance in office. The Justice and the 
Constable each charge the other with neg- 
lect of duty and not going to the office, 

The story of Constable Freese’s alleged mal- 
feasance in office was told in yesterday’s 
Post-DIsPATCH. Heischarged with having 
made aleyy under eolorof attachment pa- 
pers in the suit of J. A, Ruechler vs. Burt Lee 
and wife, C, W, Ellis and Mrs, Sallie Ellis, 
purporting to have been issued by Justice 
Jeff M. Pollard, when in fact, Judge Pollard 
had never issued such papers. 

This alleged illegal levy is claimed to have 
been made with unnecessary violence. Car- 
pets were ripped up, and furniture was 
knocked about, so it ig alleged, and itis said 
that the officer even. took Mrs, Ellis’ hat, It 
is claimed further that no return was ever 
made in court tothe levy. 

Tothe reporter Judge Pollard said; ‘'I had 
nothing to do with those Buecbler attach- 
ment papers, and have no responsibility 
for whatever Frease may do outside. I 
merely declined to be used by him to legalize 
an illegal levy, Freese demanded that I 
sign the Buechler papers, and did so violently 
and threateningly. Thenext day I was sick 
and did not go downto my office, and fora 
day or two thereafterI staid away, hearing 
that he was drunk and cayorting around 
there, and had cne or twochums of like sort 
todomeup. Thenl applied fer police pro- 
tection, and it was granted me,’’ 

‘*What are you going todo now?’’ 

‘*So far as I know he has never served the 
papers in that Edwards attachment, and f 
am going tomake a demandon him to sur- 
render the papers.’’ 

Judge Pollard said he knew nothing why 
the Edwards levy never had been made, 

Lawyer Mudd, Dr. Lee’s attorney, was seen 
this forenoon. He said he was preparing to 
defend Dr. Lee inthe attachment suit of M. 
J. Edwards and was gatheringevidence unon 
the question of why that sult seems to have 
been sidetracked and Freese et al. wanted to 
substitute the suit of Buechler vs, Dr. Lee, C. 
W. Ellisand Mrs. Salite Ellis. He declined 
to talk on the ground that todo so would be 
to disclose the grounds of his defense, 

Dr. Lee was seen at Mr. Mudd’s office. He 
was very unwilling to speak ofthe matter at 
all, but said he did not owe Edwards much, 
He and Edwards had accounts pro and con, 
and he had fully paid Edwards for any 
service rendered by the latter. He declined 
to say what the nature of his dealings with 
Kdwards had been or why Kdwards should be 
interested in the Buechler suit, Which em- 
braced not only himself, but Mr. C. W, Ellis 
and Mrs. Salife Ellis, 

A copy of the Revised Statutes lay upon Mr. 
Mudda’s table. The following paragraphs 
were seen to be freshly marked with a lead 
pencil: 

Sec. 3741. Ifany Sheriff or other officer or any 
person pretendingto be an officer, under color or 
pretense of any process or other legal authority, ar- 
rest any person, or detain him against his will, or 
seize or levy upon any property ,or dispossess any one 
of any lands or tenemenis without due and legal pro-

° POPE LEO XIII. 


No Other European of Note so American 
in His Sympathies as the Holy Father. 


NEw YorK, April 11.—The Moniteur di Roma, 
which reached here yesterday, contains an 
interview with Archbishop Ireland of St, 
Paul, who ts stillin Rome, in which he thus 
Speaks of Pope Leo XIII.: 


The Pope is consent giving new proofs that he 
is really the pontiff of his age, understanding thor- 
oughly its aspirations and methods while repressing 
its evils,encouraging its heaithfulthrobbings, bless- 
ing its achievements, opening up new vyistas to its 
hopes. A few weeksago he broke with time-lhon- 
ored customs which under the plea of guarding his 
dignity contirmed his power, and in an interview 
with a Parisian journalis€addressed himself to the 
public press, to the people of France, upon the 
gravest political and religious questions. To-day he 
opens his mind ina most cordial letter to @ non- 
Catholic gentieman, and through him to a nation 
largely non-Catholic, bidding Godspeed to the Ri 
gantic enterprise which on the shores of Lake Miche 
igan is to bring together, as never beforeain the uni- 
vorse, the fruits of the earth and the work of the 
genius and industry of man. 

There is no other European personage of note 60 
American in bis thoughts and sympathies as Leo 
XIII. He seesin the United States the perfect blos- 
soming of this rational liberty which he so ardently 
desired forall nations, the fullest stature of this 
modern democracy which he understands so well, 
and to which he knows the future of Christian civ- 
ilization must assurediv belong. Indeed, 1 vyenture 
without fear of being mistaken the assertion that 
the Pope has derived from the United States if not a 
good share of the democratic inspiration which he 
has been sending out over the world from the Vati- 
can, atleasta solid encouragement for them. In 
this we take honor to ourseives. American in- 
fluences are reaching out over all lands. Whatever 
be the precise outward formit may wear, the g¢ov- 
ernment of all countries henceforth will be a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple, and America will have largely contributed to 
the transformation, Itisno wonder that the first 
statesman of Europe studies us attentively and gives 
us hislove. May we be always were of our great 
mission in the world, end of the deep interest which 
is always taken in us. 

The Roman pontificate to-day is embodied in the 
greatest intellectual fleure of Europe. One cannot 
long be in contact with the person of Leo, or have 
perused with any care his encyclicals, without being 
struck with the acuteness of his mind, the depth and 
universality of his knowledge. He is impatient if 
made to listen to verbiage or lengthy discourses, Put 
before him ideas inafewshort and concise sen- 
tences, he grasps at once the thought, and his reply 
is equally precise and preguant with meaning. fie 
embraces ata glance all the aspects of the case. He 
knows not in himself what narrowness of view is,and 
he detests itin others. 

Ours is a reimarkable period, such a one as appears 
only atrare intervals inthe life of humanity. Itis 
the birth-time of anew order of things, social and 
political, A new spirit permeates the world. The 
world of to-morrow will be very different from that 
of yesterday. During the years of transition clouds 
hang above the horizon, and only the most acute 
mind foresees whatiscoming. The break, too, with 
the old traditons, is painfiil to many, and courage is 
required in him who, with the Master’s voice, must 
announce that change. It is fortunate 
for the Church, and for whole 
world, that in this time of crisis 
the watchman on the toweris Leo. He sees across 
the darkening ocean spread out before him, and he 
speaks. His encyclicals have dealt, one after the 
other, with the pressing questions ofthe age, ana 
each one comes out froin the’ Vatican more significant 
in tone than the preceding one. Leo's Sistoric 
personality has been from the beginning of his ponti- 
ficate constantly growing in amplitude and in intel- 
lectuai neaning, until to-day he is saluted by all 
whether adherents of the faith or mere observers o 
thought, as the first thinker and teacher in the 
world. Despoiled of territorial domination, his 
physical orbit reduced to the walls of his palace 
grounds, he is the premier sovereign, reign- 
ing by the power ofintellect. He has hfted the 
church high above the shifting scenes of the mov- 
able and the contingent, freed her from aH hurtful 
alliances with political parties and transitory social 
formations and landed Peter’s bark upen the most 
advanced waters of all legitimate progress in modern 
times. His pontificate will be historic, marking one 
of the brightest pagesin the annals of the church, 
projecting its luminous rays far beyond ite own 
years. Indeed, heis the Pope of the future even 
more than of the present time, in this sense, that his 
work to-day is the drawing out of large lines, the 
sowing of fruitful germinal ideas, the full growth of 
which can not be seen for years to come. The fut- 
ure alone can judge Leoin plenary justice. 


Speaking,of the Pope’s encyclical on labor 
the Archbishop says: 


While teachingin the pleiness manner the rights 
of propery and of capital, the Pope throws the full 
weight of his mighty wordiato the sealein favor of 
the toiling masses, and gives notice to the guardians 
of nations and the possessors of wealth that the hour 
of reckoning is nigh, unless justice be done. He 
deals inno vague deciamation, but goes at once to 
the root of the question, declaring that the workman 
is entitled to a remuneration for his tabor 
which shall permit to live in frugai 
comfort, in keeping with his dignity as 
aman anda child of God, and that oraahinal s0- 
ciety must seethat his rights to life, health and 
salutary surroundings be protected. Leo has been 
called the workingmiman’s Pope, and few appeliations 
more noble and more Christian could be thought of, 
He has had pity on the multitude, and in this single 
fact there is more grandeur and glory by far than to 
have been hailed hy monarchs and served by the 
rich and powerful of the earth.

WILL BE NO INQUEST. 


Bruce Shultz’s Death Not Due to the 
Whipping He Received. 


Prof. John L. Collins, Principal of the 
Divoll School, Glasgow avenue and 
Dayton street, was asked to-day 
to make a statement of the 
whippidg which he gave to Bruce Schultz 
April 1. Young Sbultz was taken sick with 
stomach troubles the same or the next 
day, and died Saturday morning. 


Mr. Collins.said: ‘‘There is no connection 
whatever between the chastisement which I 
gave Bruce Schultz and his subsequent death. 
I took his left arm in my left hand, and with 
the rattan in my right hand I struck him four 
blows onthe hip. I did not strike him in the 
stomach. I whipped him about the 
middle of the morning session and 
then conducted him back to his class room, 
where he remained until noon. The boy’s 
offense was disorderly conduct and insolence 
to nis teacher. He rolled a ball across the 
fioor of the room inthe midst of class, and 
the teacher ordered him toreport to me. The 
teacher states that he remarked 
in passing her desk, ‘She is 
too  officious.’ The teacher took that 
to refer to her. Schultz claimed that he 
meant a girl in the room. 

**Ispoketo Dr. Moore, the physician who 
attended the boy, and he said that there was 
no connection between the illness of Schultz 
and the whipping.’’ 

Mr. A. J. Schultz, father of the boy, stated 
that he did not believe that his son deserved 
a whipping. He said that the boy’s leg was 
marked with black and biue welts, He also 
stated that his son said that he received one 
blow in the stomach in attempting to dodge 
the strokes of the rattan. pout Mr. Schultz 
aid not believe that his son’s death was due 
to the punishment giventohim. At the Cor- 
oner’s Office they stated that they would not 
take any action in the case.

THE CLEWS CIRCULAR. 


Course of Trading On the New York Stock 
Exchange, 

New York, April 9, 1892.—The course of 
affairs atthe Stock Exchange, for the next 
few months is likely to depend principally on 
the following factors: (1) The prospects of the 
crops; (2) The course of the money market; 
(3) The course of the foreign exchanges; (4) 
The action of our own and of foreign govern- 


ments In respect to the restoration of silver; 

5) The movement of our securities held in 
oreign countries; and (6) The condition of 
domestic trade, 

As to the first of these conditions, all is yet 
in the future. All that can now be said is 
that winter in has withstood successfully 
the adverse incidents of weather and storm, 
and that the spring opens with good pros- 
pects forthat part of the wheatcrop. For 
the rest, all must depend upon the uncer- 
tainties of the weather for the next three or 
four months. It isto be remembered, how- 
ever, that the large stocks of agricultural 
products still on hand from Tast year’s crepe 
amount, for all practical purposes, to the 
same thingas an assurance ofa liberal har- 
vest; for the slackening of the European de- 
mand for our graifi and its falling price show 
that the wants of that part of the world have 
been largely satisfied; and we shall therefore 
enter the next crop year witha surplus so 
large that, even should our crops prove light, 
we shall have about an average supply avall- 
able for export. Thisisan assurance of no 
small value to the country at large and 
especially to the railroad interest. 

In respeatt to the loan market, scarcely a 
doubt is entertained in any quarter asto the 
continuance of the prevailing ease through- 
outthe summer. ‘ihe low prices of a wide 
range of products diminishes the amount of 
money required for handling them, while 
the issue of $4,500,000 of new money each 
monthandthe unusually high range ofthe 
reserves of the banks forshadow easy rates 
all over the country.

A LAKE NAVAL FLEET. 


Senator McMillan Points Out a Weak 


Spot. 

NEw YorKE, April 11.—Senator Jas. McMillan 
of Michigan was at the Holland House yester- 
day. He said he hadcome from Washington 
on private matter and would remain only a 
day ortwo. Senator McMillan said he was 
deeply interested in the question of placing 
war vessels on the great lakes as a protection 
to their commerce against possible invasion. 
A resolution calling for information as to 
treaty rights on this subject, which he had 
introduced inthe Senate two days ago, he 
proposed to call up at an early date, and 
whatever he could dointhe way of arousing 


the Senate to the needs in this direction he 
would do. 

‘*Under the treaty of 1819,’’ the Senator 
said, ‘‘itisheldthat only one armed vessel 
may be kept upon the great lakes. Thisis 
not enough. The conditions are entirely 
changed since that treaty went into effect, 
and what was just and adequate then is by 
no means adequate now. ‘there were then 
very slight interests to protect, andthetemp- 
tation to invasion of these waters in case of 
trouble between this nation and Great 
Britain was not compared with the present. 
If there was war now the British vessels could 
pass through the Welland canal and reach 
the great cities on Lakes Erie, Ontario and 
Michigan, and we would be powerless to 
stopthem. ‘Thetreaty of 1819 has Deen abro- 
gated once, by Secretary Seward, but it 
seems to be considered in effect again with 
all its original provisions. The resolution 
introduced asks for information from the 
State Department asto whether all the pro- 
visions of that treaty are in effect precisely 
as they were whenthe treaty was ratified.’’ 

**How large afleet would be adequate to 
protect the lakes?’’ Senator McMillan was 
asked, 

‘*‘There should oe four first-class gun- 
boats,’’ he answered.

MascourTaH, IIl., April 11.—The approaching 
school elections are attracting an unusual 
amount of attention at this timein this sec- 
tion of the State. It will be the first time that 
women have been allowed to vote, if indeed 
they be allowed to vote this time. The 
women in this and neighboring cities appear 
to be determined to vote, whilo the ungallant 


election judges in some districts declare that 
they have no legal right to yote. In the col- 
lege town of Lebanon ninety-nine 
women have signed an agreement 
to vote atthe coming school election judges 
or no judges. <A careful reading of the law 

however, reveals the fact that the bill passed 
at the session of the State. leopieata upon 
which the women base their claim of baving 
the right to vote, grants the privilege to veer’ 
few women. Itis clAimed by many that the 
Legislators, true to the weakness of ordinary 
man, deliberately workeda gigantic scheme 
of deception upon the women and had no in- 

tention of securing to them the :boon 
which they worked industriously to secure. 

Under the law there is not one woman in fifty 
that has the legal right to vote. ‘The bill 
eee by the State Legislature reads as fol- 

Sec.1. Beitenacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois represented in the General Assembly that 
any woman of the age of 2l years and upwards be- 
longing to either of the classes mentioned in art. 7 
of the Constitution of the State of Illinois who have 
resided in this State one year, in the county nine 
days, andin the election district thirty days uext, 
preceding any school election shall be entitled to 
vote at such election. 

The constitutional art. 8, refered toin the 
bill, reads as follows: 

Suffrage Sec. 1. Every person having resided in 
this State one year, inthe county ninety days, and 
in the election district thirty days next preceding 
any election therein, who was an elector in this 
State on the Ist day of April, A.D. 1848, or obtained 
a certificate of naturalization before any court of rec- 
ord in this State prior to the lstday of January 
1870, or who shall beawale citizen of the United 
States above the age of 21 years shall be entitied to 
vote at such election. 

The legal right to vote under the new law is 
therefore granted only to those women who 
were naturalized and were 21 years ofage 
prior to Jan. 1, 1870.

Story of the Unknown Child. 


NO DOUBT THAT HE WAS ABDUCTED 
FROM WEALTHY PARENTS.

The False Statements Made by the Man 
Who Brought Him to Benton and How 
He Disappeared When He Feared 
Detection—He Said That “Jim” Was 
Heir to a Big Legacy—The Boy’s Own 
Efforts to Discover His Identity. 


BLODGETT, Mo., April‘ 11.—Mr. Wm. G. 
Sparks, who raised and educated James WiI- 
lett, the young man supposed by many peo- 
ple in this section to be the long-lost Charley 
Ross, was seen to-day by the Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent, 

With the greatest care and deliberation, 
and assisted by his wife’s recollections also, 
Mr. Sparks told the life-story of the strange 
little waif left with him eighteen 
years avo, about the secret of 
whose identity there are gathered so many 
facts startlingly like the story of the abduc- 
tion of Charley Ross as to lead to the well- 
grounded belief that James Willett may yet be 
proved to be that long-lost hero of the 
world’s greatest abduction mystery. 

Mr. Sparks’ story is naturally much more 
complete as to details than the story of James 
Willett himself, which was wired in full to 
the SUNDAY PostT-DispaTcH. This is so be- 
cause in young Willett’s case the story is sim- 
ply that of the recollections of a little child 
of 5 years of age, told after the child 
had grown to be a man of 23, while 
Mr. Sparks’ story is that of one who was 
fully fitted to understand and appreciate, at 
the time, the strange mystery surrounding 
the boy’s life, and to remember vividly his 
dealings with the only character known in 
thejstory who presumably held the Key to that 
mystery. 

THE ABDUCTOR’S ADMISSION.

to those from whom he had been stolen. 

This opportunity was evidenlly so tempt- 
ing to the man who had left James Willett 
with the Sparks family as to lead toa strange 
attempt to recover the boy and to the telling 
ofa still stranger story ofa legacy that had 
unexpectedly come to him from his unknown 
parents. 

The secret of the boy’s identity, even at 
that moment, was so valuable to its one 
possessor, however, as to have caused him to 
tell a distorted story, which’ upon careful in- 
vestigation made years afterward, served 
only to deepen the mystery already surround- 
ing the strange case. 

It proved, sofar as the names of people 
and places given by the mysterious man were

‘‘One rainy afternoon in October, 1874,’’ 
said Mr. Sparks,’’ the man 5 Sh his name 
as Willett, and having with him a little boy 
apparently about 5 years old, first appeared 
in Benton.

I gave him the money for the trip and 
he went. The journey was useless, because 
he found no trace orclew whatever of his 
having relatives in that section or of a boy 
having been stolen from there. He found a 
famiy named Willett, but they had never 
Pheard of suchaman asthe fellow who had 
had charge of Jim;there had never beena 
boy stolen from them, and they were able to 
account for every member of their family. So 
Jim came back to Benton no wiser than De 
had left. 

‘‘For years the theory had been advanced 
that he was Charley Koss, and it was revived 
after thistrip.

PATCH were furnished by Mr. Sparks. They 
are tin types of James Willett, taken, one in 
DecembDer, 1874, when he was about 5 years 
old, the other taken only a year ago, and the 
picture of Charley Ross, which appeared in 
Harper’s Weekly shortly after the world- 
famous abduction of that boy. 


Mr. Ross Not Investigating. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 11.—About two 
months ago a letter was received at the Phil- 
adelphia’ Post-office directed under cover to 
the father of Charlie Ross.

Senator Stewart’s Silver Inquiry—House 
Proceedings. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. April 11.—Mr. Stewart 
of Nevada introduced a resolution directing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to inform the 
Senate the cost ofthe sliver bullion and 
the standard dollars colned under tho 
act of July 14, 1897, now held in the 
Treasury, and what amount of Treasury 


notes issued against the same were outstand- 
ing, and whether any of such notes bad Deen 
reueemed in gold coin, and whatamount of 
silver coinage there wasin the ireasury ap- 
plicable to the redemption of such notes, and 
whether such notes were received in the 
Treasury for customs and other dues. 

He also desired to be informed as to the de- 
tails of advertised purchases of silver bullion 
and whether the business of purchasing bul- 
lion under the ect of July 14, 1890, was con- 
ducted with a view of depressing the price of 
bullion, or with a view of carrying out the 
established policy of the United States to 
maintain the two metals (gold and silver) on 
a parity witheach other upon the present 
legal ratio, and what amount of gold. coin 
and gold bars there was inthe Treasury, ex- 
clusive of outstanding gold certificates, 

Mr. Stewart at first expressed a desire to 
address the Senate upon this resolution and 
occupy the time until 4 o’clock to-day, but 
objection being interposed on account of the 
pending of¥er of business, he consented to 
allow it to go over until to-morrow, stating 
that he should then occupy 15 minutes only 
in explaining its meaning.

DUEL TODEATH 


Desperate Double Tragedy in a 
Negro Dwelling House.

Echols and Jennie Harris 
Fight at Short Range.

THE FORMER INSTANTLY KILLED AND 
THE LATTER MORTALLY WOUNDED. 


The Man’s Intention of Murder and f&ui- 
cide Probably Partly Frustrated by 
the Woman’s Armed Resistance— 
Jealousy, a Disdainful Mistress and a 
Police Court Prosecution Lead to the 
Bloody Affair—An Explanatory Letter 
Found. : 


About 8:30 o’clock this morning five hur- 
riea.shots were heard fired in a little back 
room on the ground flour in the rear of the 
negro dwelling, No. 76 North Thirteenth 
street, accompanied by the shrieks of a 
woman and the cries ofa man. When the 
room was entered by the other occupants of 
the tumble-down shanty Howard Echols, 


‘colored, was found lying dead at the foot of 


the bed, a pistol at his side, and Jennie 
Harris, a mulattress, on the floor at 
the side of the bed dying, with 
a revolver lying near her hand. 
There was no witness to the double tragedy, 
but the story of a quarrel preceding it points 
to the fact that it was an attempted murder 
on the part of the man, developing intoa 
double Killing after a desperate duelat close 
quarters, caused by the prompt resistance of 
the woman, 

The five shots were heard by John Harris. 
colored, who occuples the room justin front 
of that where the shooting occurred, but who 
is not related to the woman, Jennie Harris. 
He was stillin bed when the first shot was 
fired, and said that it was followed by a 
woman’s voice crying out: 

**My God! Saveme, save me!’’ 

Then came another shot, followed by a 
second scream from the woman, and then 
after a moment’s pause, a third shot, which 
brought asudden cry in a man’s voice, the 
cry of one who had received a mortal hurt. 
Two more shots rang out, and then came the 
sound of a heavy fall on the ricketty floor of 
the’ room. After that there was perfect 
silence, not even a groan being heard from 
the room where the tragedy had occurred, 

SHOT TO KILL. 

The door between the two rooms was 
locked, and John Harris, making no attempt 
to force it open, rushed up stairs to the 
rooms occupied by Mrs. Mary Jones and 
Fannie Moore, colored, a sister and niece of 
Jennie Harris, who occupied the room where 
the shooting had taken piace. Fannie Moore 
ran down the back stairs and entered the 
room fromthe rear. Stretched half reclin- 
ing at the foot of the bed in the miserable 
little apartment she saw the dead body of 
Howard Echols, a negro who bad 
until about ten days ago occupled the room 
with Jennie Harris. Echols was shot twice, 
one bullet entering the neck on the left side, 
about one inch below the ear, the second 
bullet entering the bo@y just under the right 
shoulder blade. By his side lay a 88-caliber 
American double-action revolver with three 
chambers empty. Fallen across the bed was 
stretched Jennie Harris, dying. She had 
been shot three times, one bullet entering the 
temple about three inches above and one and 
one half inches back of the left eye, 
another entering the left side between 
the fourthand fifth ribs and the thira pass- 
ing through the muscle of the left arm and, 
strange to say, carrying with ita hairpin 
which the builet bad struck exactly inthe 
loop and forced through the arm like an 
arrow-head. Jennie Harris was plainly 
mortally wounded, and owing to internal 
hemorrhages which kept the mouth contin- 
ually filling with blood, was unable to speak. 
By her side onthe floor bélow there lay a 38- 
caliber American bulldog revolver with 
two empty chambers. The shots 
had attracted a crowd almost as 
soon as Fannie Moore had herself reached the 
spot, and Officer McDonough arriving, an 
dmbulance was called, the bodyof Echols 
was sent to the Morgue and the dying Jennie 
Harris tothe hospital, via the Dispensary. 
There her wounds were pronounced fatal, 
the physician stating that death was buta 
question of an houror two. 

MURDER AND SUICIDE CONTEMPLATED. 

On the fioor of the blood-stained room was 
found a letter written on a letter-head of the 
Pearl Hotel, where Echols had been em- 
ployed asa waiter. It contained the follow- 
ing scrawl in lead-pencil, and pointed to the 
fact that Echols had determined on the mur- 
der of Jennie Harris and then the taking of 
his own life: 

. **l will die with her. 
Mav the Lord save us.’’ ’ 

Fannie Moore, niece of the dying woman, 
told a story which shows the motive for the 
dovble tragedy. 

‘*Howard Echols had heen living with Jen- 
nie Harris, my aunt, forsome months. past, 
until about a week ago,’’ she said. ‘‘He was 
a waiter at the Hote! Pearl, Thirteenth and 
Pine streets,and Jennie Harris was employed 
at the disreputable house kept by 
Mrs. Repo at o. © 
s They worked at 
and used to come home together in the 
mornings aboutso’clock. About ten days 
ago they quarreled and Jennie Harris or- 
dered Echols away. He came back one night 
went into her room, opened her trunk 
cutupa lot of her clothing, also breakin 
some of the iurniture.

The President of the Board Says the 
Boldness of Mr. Forman’s Statement 
Astonished Him, and That There Must 
Now Be a Public Hearing of the 
Charges—Mr. Rutledge Talks. 


‘*I will call upon every member of the 
Building Committee at the School Board 
meeting to morrow night foran explanation 
of their action in awarding the elevator con- 
tracts to the highest bidder.’’ 

Such was the reply made by Mr. Richard 
Barthold, President of the School Board, this 
morning when asked what action he would 
take to prove or disprove the 
Btory of an alleged boodle trans- 
action in the Building Committee 
fwards made public in the SUNDAY PoSsT- 
DISPATCH by Mr. George L. Farman, repre- 

senting the Standard Elevator Co. 

' Mr. Farman’s statement in brief was to the 
effect that he had entered a bid for elevators 
to be putin the new Polytechnic building on 
Ninth and Locust streets, and when the bids 
were opened his proposal of $12,350 was found 
to be the lowest, but ‘to his surprise thie con- 
tract was awarded to the Hale company, 
whose bid of $17,875 was the 
highest. Being_obtinced, he said, that 
something was wrong secured an inter- 
view with Mr. Cudmo a memberof the 
committee, and learned\from Mr. Cudmore 
himself, so he claimed,that $3,000 had been 
Offered to the committee or some members 
of it. 

Mr. Barthold said that he readthe state- 
ment andwas startled by the boldness 
of Mr. Farman’s assertion. 

WANT TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
_**In the face of allthis Iwill say that the 
public can rest easy as toanything that occurs 
in the present board. By a large majority, the 
board is . composed of men who 
will allow nothing wrong to 
pass it. I have confidence also in 
the majority of the Building Committee as it 
now stands and I shall call uponall the men 
whose names are mentioned or hinted at in 
this transaction, for anexplanation. Iam 
convinced they will explainthe case to 
the satisfaction of all. A member ofthe 
Building Committeé told me this morning 
that the letting of the elevator contracts was 
an honest transaction, as he had iooked into 
the matter himseif with the intention of ex- 
posing any wrong doingifhefoundit. He 
tolad me the committee inadcopting the 
Hale elevators had done the best 
they could for the board and the public. 
Before the contract was awarded, a mem- 
ber of the Building Committee discussing 
elevators with me, said he had looked into 
the matter and learned thatin almost every 
case where a building was lighted and its ele- 
Vators run by a plant in the building 


it had proven an expensive undertaking and 


Was generally unsatisfactory. Electricity, 
he said, was the coming power for élevators, 
andit was the most economical when the 
wer could be purchased from a cen- 
ral Station at such rates as are 
offered in this city. I was requested 
to attend the meeting of the Building Com- 
mittee last Friday night, when ¢hese con- 
tracts were awarded, but business inter- 
ered.

DIRECTOR RUTLEDGE’S STATEMENT. 

Robert Rutledge of Rutledge & Kilpatrick, 
the real estate dealers, isa member ofthe 
Building Committee of the School Board and 
was one of the first to be ap- 
pointed on the sub-committee to solve 
the elevator problem, He was 
geen this morning and asked what he knew 
of the alleged use of boodle tn winning his 
committee over to the Hale elevator plans. 

**I was appointed on the sub-committee 
to investigate elevators and plans 
but I refused to serve because 
already have more than I can 
attend to.

FAKED CIRCULATIONS. | 


Mr. E.L. Preetorious Exposes the Tricks 
of Unsuccessful Newspap=rs. 


In response, to invitations several news- 
paper business managers and merchants 
have contributed hints fo advertisers in a 
New York journal of last week. Among the 
views printed are those of Mr. Edw. L. Pree- 
torious of Die Westliche Post of this city con- 
taining the following statements: 


‘‘Itisa well-Known fact that advertisers 
are swindled by unscrupulous newspaper 
managers, who not only exaggerate the 
amount of their circulation, but employ every 
means to further this end. The advertiser 
pays for the space he uses and is more than 
willing todo so, providing he gets what he 
pays for. Yet many publishers are unwilling 
to make a clear showing of their circulation 
because they Know that such an exposition of 
facts would prove ruinous to them. 

‘*‘Under such circumstances it can be easily 
imagined that the advertiser is merely leap- 
ing in the dark. Hereasons in this manner 
if he be intelligent: He sells his goods, an 
in orderto make sales he must exhibit them 
and show wherein their superiority les. To 
him advertising is a commodity, and he 
considers himself justified in demanding the 
same sort of treatment he is willing to accord 
to others. Advertising space is Dought and 
sold just like all goods are, and unless that 
space Is shown to be worth what is asked for 
it, itis neither desired nor desirable. 

‘*‘Some newspaper managers claim that 
their exact circulation isa private matter 
and one which should not be exposed. And 
these very same people will not order a suit 
of clothes or buy anything upon the mere 
word ofthe seller. Toany fair-minded per- 
son, buyingspace ina newspaper which can- 
not ove the circulation it claims, looks very 
much like buying ‘a pig in a poke.’ 

**We have a phase, however, whichis apt 
to prove very deceptive tothe unwary. The 
newspaper directories publish (alleged) cir- 
culations, which asarule, are not Worth the 
paper they are printed upon. The publisher 
merely makes a statement and itis printed 
as given. Surely this is no indication. 
Neither are post-office receipts. A publisher 
may send out thousands of copies that never 
have their wrappers broken, simply because 
the recipients are not subscribers and have 
no time to waste on this kind of matter. 

‘‘In these days of fast printing presses and 
cheap paper, it is a matter of very little 
consequence to run off a few thousand extra 
copies which are apportioned out to 
the various news agents with instructions to 
return unsold copies. There are some large 
daliles who daily have tons of this sort of 
stuff returned tothem and who claim these 
copies, which are sent to the paper mill, as 
part and parcel of their circulation, , 

‘*To arrive ata solution of the difficulty I 
would advise advertisersto demand an ex- 
amination, notof the circulation books for 
they can easily be ‘doctored,’ but of the cash 
book. This willshow the cash receipts de- 
rived from carriers and agents and inthis, 
as ineverything else, ‘money talks,’ There 
are fewif any, straightforward, reputable, 
successful newspapers who are not only will- 
ing butanxious at all times to submit this 
proof of the truth of their claims so far as cir- 
culation is concerned,’’

NORTHWESTERN CROPS 


Wo Great Damage. Done by the Recent 
Cold Snap. 


Maprson, Wis., Aprilll.—The weekly crop 
bulletin of the Wisconsin weather service 
says: ‘**Winter wheat and rye seem to have 
passed through the winter in much better 
‘whape than was expected. It was thought 
by many that frequent and freezing weather 
had broken off many of the tender roots, but 
nearly all reports show the cropin fair con- 
dition. The drought which prevailed during 
the fall seeding and which was viewed with 
muchapprehension at the time, may have 
been a blessing instead ofa misfortune. Itis 
probable that its slow germination and the 
limited number of the roots formed placed 
the crop in better shape to encounter the un- 
favorable conditions of winter. 

The ground is well stored with moisture. 
pecember, January and February have 
given precipitation considerably above the 
normal, and with warm weather, all vegeta- 
tion will probably come forward rapidly. 

Notwithstanding the cold of the last two 
days, which will probably be but temporary, 
the season is slightly in advance of last year. 
Plowing and seeding are just beginning in 
theextreme southern counties, and will 
probably be gencral throughout the State be- 
tween the 165th and 20th. 

The meadows are generally in fine shape 
and to-day give promise of a good hay 
crop. Many meadows of old clover are re- 
ported winter killed, but little or no damage 
has been done to the flelds. 

Stock bas wintered well, and all things con- 
sidered, farm conditions and prospects are 
good, 


THE ILLINOIS BULLETIN. 
SPRINGPIELD, Ill., April 11.—The. State 
Board of Agriculture in its weekly weather 
crop bulletin says: ‘‘The temperature for the 
last seven days has been above the normal 


throughout the State. Light frost which oc- 
curred on the 6th did no damage. An average 
amount of sunshine has prevailed. The un- 
usually heavy rains while retarding spring 
work have putthe ground inexcellent con- 
dition. Considerable damage has been done 
especially in the bottoms by streams over- 
flowing, which flooded the fields and washed 
out seed already in the ground.

Her gown 
was ve simple, too, while the woman who 
talked "to her was attired ina tailor-made 
wn, with a flippant little jacket and cloak. 
he woman who laughed was Mrs. Lizzie 
Hotson, the midwife who ts to be tried on the 
charge of killing Laura Fitts by a medical 
operation. The woman who listened was her 
niece, Miss Kate Hotson, who ts living with 
her. The case had been set for trial this 
morning, andthe women were waiting for 
the court toopen. George W. Dashbman, who 
fs to be tried on the charge of being accessory 
tothe crime charged against Mrs. Hotsoag, 
was incourt, but satamong the spectators, 
and did not make himself conspicuous bya 
single appearance within the bar. His trial 
will follow Mrs. Hotson’s. 

When Judge Normile had got through his 
docket, Judge James T. Green of De Soto, 
who had been selected totry the case, took 
hisseatonthe bench. State’s Representa- 
tive Orrick C. Bishopthen asked the court to 
lay over thetrialofthe chse, as Circuit At- 
torney Ashley C. Clover was fl) with rheu- 
matic fever. The attorneys consulted and 
Judge Gre@n announced that he would begin 
the trial of the case Monday, Apr! 18. 

Mrs. Hotson got up when theannouncement 
was made, cast a snwlling glance in the direc- 
tion of her attorneys, Marshall McDonald and 
T. B. Harvey, and went out of the court-room 
by a side aisle followed by her niece. 

Attorneys Harvey and McDonald say that 
they have agreed upon a line of defense that 
will be a surprise and will acquit their client. 
Charles P. Johnson, the special cousel for the 
State, says that he believes the attorneys in- 
tend to claim that the fatal operation was 

erformec on Miss Fitts not by Mrs. Hotson, 
but by a physician.
